til her mother came home. She gave 
me her promise and I prepared for 
her a solution of strong poison." 


Drank Fatal Potion. 


The letter described how he sus- 


pected that Miss Clark was going to 
break her word and take the poison 
among her 
guests on 
Wednesday 


night and although she again promis- present also 
ed to defer the act, she suddenly stood friend from 
up and drank the fatal potion. 


"I called a doctor and attempted 


to assist her,'! the letter continued. 
••When 1 saw that she was dead I left 
because I would not give myself up to 
be grilled by non-understanding po- 
lice. I took the remainder of the 
poison with me. It was my property 
after Miss Clark was dead. . 
"I had intended to take poison be- 


fore I met Mie Clark. She was the 
•world's finest woman." 


In his letter to the editor of a Bos- 


ton paper, condemning the printing 
,of scandal stories, he advised that 
;the editor also take poison, "when 
your inferiority becomes too conscious 
In your mind, if you have one." 
It was Larsen's first love affair, 


•friends said tonight. 
He came to 


America in 1913 as one of the ten 
students sent to America by the Nor- 
wegian government to etudy Ameri- 
can engineering methods. 
Until last 


January, he knew no girls and ap- 
plied himself diligently to his studies

furnished apartment of Miss Clark, 
to whom his friends said he was deep- 
ly attached.

It was found

At the- start of his letter to the

tell what I know about the tragedy."

More Than 500 Year* Ago <«» Bank 


Had Such Modern Trlmminfls «> * 
"Real E»tat« Department"—Unlike 
Rival Citle* Genoete Have Kept 
Much of Financial Ability Which 
Gave City Great Wealth and World 
Importance In Middle Afle*. 


A conference on European finances 


at Genoa suggests a revival ot the 
city's home industry, remarks a bulle- 
tin Issued by the National Geographic 
society on "Geuova la Surperba," as 
the Italians cull their great commer- 
cial doorway, a port for ^,000 years. 


"Genoa was one of the pioneers In 


European fiuanco," says the bulletin. 
"It had one of the lirst full-fledged 
banks in the Bauca. di San Giorgio, the 
rival and for a 10113 time the peer of 
the gieat bank of Venice. The Banca 
di Snn Giorgio, more than 300 years 
ago, had such modern trimmings as a 
•real estate department' vvhkh toolc 
charge of conquered territories, admin- 
istered them somewhat after the fash- 
ion of n modern trust company, and 
after putting them on'a sound economic 
basis, ceded them back to the Genoese 
government. Later when Spain bad its 
wonderful development of power and 
came near dominating the world, Ge- 
noa served n<; banker to its kings and 
as a sort of general manager and out- 
fitter to its armies and nav ies. 


Greatest Italian Port. 


"Uullke the people of some of Its old 


rival cities, tbe Genoese have managed 
to keep much of the financial and busi- 
ness ability which gave their city great 
wealth and world importincc m the 
Middle ages. Today its busy harbor ' 
with its forest of -nasts and funnels 
testifies to Us position as the greatest 
Italian port, the second port of the 
Mediterranean, anil the fifth port on 
the mainland of Europe. 
Forty per , 


cent of Italy's commerce is said to i 
pass through the harbor of Genoa. 


"The wealth that the business ability 


of the Genoese brought to their coffers 
has been recorded in stone Jr. the city's 
many palaces, larger and more numer- , 
ous than those of any other Italian ] 
city. From the harbor Genoa sweeps 
before the observer In a great semi- 
circle, its buildings rising tier above 
tier on the slope of hills which extend 
almost from the water's edge. Be- 
yond the closely built foreground the 
hillsides are .studded with gleaming 
villas set in their terraced gardens. In | 
the background, on-the crest of the In- , 
closing hills, are the ramparts that tell | 
of the days when Genoa, supreme at | 
sea, must protect her rear from hostile j 
neighbors on land. 


"Viewing, some of the mosf nobly 


built streets, tbe visitor is ready to be- 
lieve that Genoa bad zoning laws and 
strict building rbgulations. For block 
after block the cornice of one palace Is 
on a line with that of its neighbor, giv- 
ing a consistency most plca.smg to the 
eye 
Spacious external marble stairs 


are features of many of the luxurious, 
dwellings In other streets, due to the 
steep slopes on which the buildings 
were erected. 
In some of the ancient 


palaces scions o'f Genoa's famous old 
families still live, but mutay have been 
turned to public and semi-public uses 
and house municipal offt<ie?, museums 
and schools. The famous old I'alnzzo 
rll San Giorgio, first resilience, then 
home of the bank, now houses tbe har- 
bor commission. 


"Though in the very middle of tbe

GETTING OtJR BUTTONS. 


It Is an interesting commercial fact 


that the United States pays an average 
of $100.000,000 a year for 
buttons, 


and that since the war began, this 
country has gent abroad sixteen mtl- 
1'on dollars' worth, 
before the war 


the average yearly production went up 
to twenty million dollars worth, and 
in 1319. the total sales price of the 
manufacturer was J43.000.000, that to 
the consumer no count beng more 
than twice as much. The total num- 
ber turned out in this country In 191D 
WOJ 6ojs3,000 gross, which la 
ap- 


proximately ten billions of buttons. 


Th'e increase In production in the 


UnlteJ States is no doubt the result of 
reduction of Importation froni 
Ger- 


many and Austria, where in before- 
the war days they were manufactured 


t cheaply and abundantly. Later some 


oC this trade may revert to them, but 
there Is one part ot it which apparent- 
ly is never going back. This is the 
pearl button industry. Scores of pearl 
button factories now lino the shores of 
the Mississippi, and tho once despised 
mussel furnishes the material In un- 
limited amount.

Cities to Use Maps. 


As a result of'these studies by the j 


Langley Field, Virginia, and Arcadia j 
schools, the two great airship centers j 
of the army air service, a number of 
cities are planning to use aerial photo- 
graphic maps «u connection with city 
planning, tratlic control, street widen- 
ing and fire protection work, accord- 
Ing to army officers. 


Other uses to which photographic 


maps are being put are preliminary 
investigations of watersheds, hydro- 
electric developments, highway, rail- 
road and canal location, forest sur- 
veys and various engineering works. 


Army air officers have perfected 


automatic timing of exposures 
to 


cover the proper ground area, and at 
the same time secure the necessary 
overlap for the accurate fitting to- 
gether of individual negatives. This 
permits taking of pictures from the 
moving airship or airplane. 


Perfect Picture Methods. 


Lenses have been discovered espe- 
i 


clally adapted for this type of work, 
and the officers have developed the 
technique covering such details as the 
best height from which to take pic- 
tures for specific purposes, speed of 
airplane and maintenance of level 
flights to Insure vertlcnlity of view. ' 
The maps now produced by air service ' 
photographers, according to officers, 
attain a high degree of accuracy and 
wealth of valuable detail.
